“FUR-FARM  ACT.” 
Regulations. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  19 
of  the  “  Fur-farm  Act,”  being  chapter  39 
of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1947,  His 
Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
has  been  pleased  to  approve  the  following 
regulations: — 

Interpretation. 

1.  “  Act  ”  means  the  “  Fur-farm  Act,”  being 
chapter  39  of  the  Statutes  of  1947. 

“  Animals  ”  means  fur-bearing  animals. 

“  Licensee  ”  means  the  holder  of  a  licence 
to  operate  a  fur-farm  under  the  Act. 

Application. 

2.  Muskrats  and  beavers  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

Records. 

3.  Every  licensee  shall  keep  a  book  in  which 
he  shall  enter  at  the  time  of  the  event  and 
transaction  all  particulars  necessary  for  the 
completion  of  Form  33  required  by  the  Do¬ 
minion  Bureau  of  Statistics  in  connection  with 
the  census  of  fur-farms. 

4.  Every  licensee  shall  make  a  return  in 
duplicate  to  the  Commissioner  of  Form  33  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics. 

Sanitation  and  Control  of  Disease. 

5.  Every  licensee  shall  take  all  proper 
measures  for  the  maintenance  of  his  animals 
in  good  general  health  and  free  from  disease. 

6.  Every  licensee  shall  furnish  an  ample 
supply  of  wholesome  food  and  clean  fresh 
water  for  his  animals. 

7.  Every  licensee  shall  provide  ample  and 
properly  constructed  pens  for  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  of  his  animals,  and  he  shall  locate  the 
pens  in  suitable  surroundings  that  admit  of 
proper  drainage,  and  he  shall  protect  them  by 
a  suitable  guard-fence. 

8.  Every  licensee  shall  have  equipment  ade¬ 
quate  to  take  care  properly  of  his  animals, 
and  for  the  general  operation  of  the  fur-farm, 
and  for  the  humane  dispatching  of  animals  to 
be  pelted,  and  for  the  proper  handling  and 
storage  of  food-supplies  at  proper  tempera¬ 
tures  to  prevent  deterioration. 

9.  Every  licensee  shall  keep  his  animals 
clean  and  free  of  pai’asites. 

10.  Every  licensee  shall  keep  his  pens  and 
premises  clean  and  free  of  superfluous  ma¬ 
terial  such  as  waste  food,  bones,  offal,  and 
manure. 

11.  Every  licensee  shall  regularly  cleanse 
and  disinfect  all  working  equipment. 

12.  Every  licensee  and  all  persons  employed 
by  him  shall  be  cleanly  in  person  and  habits. 

13.  Every  licensee  shall  make  provision  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner  for  the 
isolation  of  sick  animals  and  for  the  isolation 
of  animals  brought  on  to  the  fur-farm. 

14.  Where  the  situation  warrants  it,  the 
Commissioner  may  require  the  use  of  protec¬ 
tive  vaccination. 

15.  No  licensee  shall  bring  biologies  on  to 
the  farm,  nor  shall  he  use  or  permit  to  be 
used  any  biologies  on  any  of  the  animals,  nor 
shall  he  undertake  any  experimental  work 
with  biologies  in  the  field  of  disease-prevention 
without  obtaining  permission  from  the  Com¬ 
missioner. 


16.  No  Inspector  shall  leave  a  fur-farm 
without  first  thoroughly  cleansing  and  disin¬ 
fecting  his  shoes,  clothing,  and  equipment  so 
as  to  avoid  carrying  any  infection,  and  before 
entering  a  fur-farm  he  must  put  on  a  freshly 
laundered  smock  or  cover-coat. 

17.  No  person  shall  move  an  animal  on  to 
or  out  of  a  fur-farm  without  first  obtaining 
a  permit  from  the  Commissioner,  but  a  permit 
shall  not  be  required  for  the  movement  of 
animals  within  an  area  declared  by  the  Com¬ 
missioner  to  be  free  from  infectious  and  con¬ 
tagious  diseases  of  fur-bearing  animals. 

18.  The  Commissioner  shall  not  issue  a  per¬ 
mit  unless  he  is  satisfied  that  no  infectious  or 
contagious  disease  has  existed  on  the  farm 
where  the  animal  comes  from,  or  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  district  of  that  farm,  for  a  period  of 
twelve  months  before  the  application  for  the 
permit. 

19.  No  licensee  shall  cause  to  be  transpoi’ted 
any  pelts  unless  the  parcel  containing  the 
pelts  is  properly  marked  and  identified  in  the 
manner  required  by  the  Game  Commission. 

20.  Where  additional  animals  are  brought 
on  to  a  fur-farm,  or  where  animals  are  re¬ 
turned  to  a  fur-farm  from  an  exhibition  or 
from  any  other  place,  the  licensee  shall  place 
such  animals  in  isolation  on  the  fur-farm  for 
a  period  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioner. 

21.  The  Commissioner  shall  not  give  a  per¬ 
mit  for  the  removal  of  live  animals  from  any 
fur-farm  until  the'  Commissioner  is  satisfied 
that  no  disease  of  an  infectious  or  contagious 
nature  has  developed.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating- 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
